This  has  been  a  big  year.  W.A.A.  is  now  more 
than  "just  another  club,"  having  undergone  a  successful 
reorganization.  Through  this,  its  membership  has  been 
increased  to  include  everyone  participating  in  intramural 
tournainents,  the  business  being  sttended  to  entirely  by 
the  Executive  Board,  which  includes  campus  group  rep- 
resentatives and  sport  managers.  Another  improve- 
ment this  year  is  the  addition  of  another  award  (a  letter) 
for  individuals  participating  in  intramural  competition. 
The  four  awards  now  are:  a  bronze  W.A.A.  pin,  a 
letter,  a  gold  seal  pin,  and  an  individual  silver  cup.

This  year  the  Bradley  chapter  was  greatly  honored  by  the  election  of  Dr.  E.  K.  Frye  to  the  na- 
tional secretaryship  of  Phi  Sigma  Pi  at  the  convention  in  St.  Louis.  Brewster  Johnson  of  the  class 
of  1935  and  a  member  of  the  Illinois  Gamma  chapter  has  been  treasurer  of  the  national  organization 
for  two  years. 

Howard  Teeter  is  the  holder  of  the  annual  medal  which  is  given  to  the  junior  member  of  the 
fraternity  who  has  earned  the  highest  average  in  education  classes.
